Dr. Ferris will open an inquest this 
sfternoon and the remains will be 
taken to Port Hope this evening. Thus 
ends a sad tragedy and ono of the most 
sensational to ever happen in Port 
Hope.

13, which has been 
destroyed, had records tu her credit 
On May 18th, 1914, she rose fo. a 
height of 3,125 metres (or close on 
10,400 {t.), with seventeen passen- 
gers onboard. Compared with the 
German (and world’s) aeroplano re- 
cord of 25,760 {t., this does not seem 
astonishing, but it was then the best 
height reached, and, s0 far as one 
can hear, it remains the best. On the 
22nd of the same month the L3 set 
out for a long-distance trial, and re- 
mained in the air for thirty-four 
hours, covering n distance of 1,260 
miles, and again rising to a height of 
10,000 ft. '

Smith, B.D., who 
has returned from his + vacation, 
preached an interesting sermon in the 
Baptist Church last night on the above 
general theme, being the first in a 


with all ber great universities, has tak- 
en the lead, and has set herself to 
teach the world, and this rational re- 
velation is a witch's cauldron, a hotch- 
potch of truth and error, ethics, high- 
¢r criticism and evolutional theories, 
and this criticism has been evolved and 
Afeamed out over the beer mugs and 
amid the tobscco fumes in Berlin, 
Leipsic and Heidelberg universities. 
But today, thank (iod, men every- 
Nahere are coming to see that a re- 
ligion without a Divine revelation pro- 
duces a civilization devoid of integrity 
and the milk of human kindness, Such 
is the lesson Germany is teaching the 
workl today. And men are returning 
to the old Book, and believing it as the 
very-word of God and the sheet-anchor 
of the Protestant faith. Again. these 
ravical German professors have taught 
that salvation is only a life lived ac- 
cording to the light of our own en- 
vironment, They declare that a good 
Hottentot and Fire-worshipper is as 
much a saved soul as a Christian. Of 
course they admit that the Hottentot's 
ethic is lower than the Christian's, 
but they say bis ‘salvation is just as 
sure. So this is the death-knell of 
evangelical religion, and missions 
wherever it is believed. But how is it 
today? Why, men who think and who 
have held this purely -human view of 
salvation themselves because of this 
false teaching, have come to see, in an 
awful way, its evil results. For the 
nation that has been the champion of 
this purely ethical view of salvation, 
and has ignored the yecessity of a 
change of heart, as taught by Jesuq 
and His apostles and by the church 
through all the ages—thia nation has 
carried on the most unethical and 
diabolical warfare the world has ever 
seen. By their fruits ye shall 3 











encourage Christians in this time of 
national crisis. The topic last night 
was: “The Collapse of Rationalistic 
Revelation and Ethical Salvation.”

w Next Wednesday is the first anni-

And after twelve months of war we 
are all convinced that ‘war is bell,” 
and that Milton's grim picture of its 
ravages is right: 
~ “Black it stood as night, 
Fierce as ten furies, 
Terrible as Hell, 
* And shook a dreadful dart: 
So frown’d the mighty combatanta 
That Hell grew darker at their 
frown,’ 


‘And yet I am sure there is not a 
Christian here but believes that Long- 
fellow” was right when he said: “War 
is a terrible trade; but in the cause: 
that is righteous sweet is the smell of 
powder.”’ A nation is not worthy of 
the name Christian, or of being pre- 
served, and loved, if in the hour of its

measureless ruin or a glorious victory. 

So in this hour of crisis and in the 
face of our solemn anniversary next

But there are certain moral and 
spiritual blessings even now coming to 
God’s world, and to the Christian |:

testing room. : 

The first test applied to the polished 
blade is the “striking” test. A steel 
arm grips the bayonet and with great 
force drives it against a solfd plece of 
wood, A badly produced blade snaps 
like a needie, but a good plece of stce! 


emerges from this severe test with ftv 
edges straight and unblunted. 


Then comes the bending test. The 
point of the bayonet is firmly gripped 
fo a vice, and it is bent and twisted 
into part of a circle. If it survives 
this ordeal the blade ts placed straight 
op under a heavy weight attached to 
a lever, The steel Is bent beneath the 
weight, and,to pass this test it must 
lft up the mass of iron by its own 
elasticity. s Pehl) 

However badly bent, a good bayonet 
should spring back perfectly straight, 
and it is tested for this quality before 
Jeaving the factory. The blade ts 
placed on a curred block, the point be- 
ing secured in a hole. The bayonet ts 
then bent to the curvature of the 
block, and when released it must 
spring back to its original straightness 
to satisfy the rigid ruling of the fn- 
spector. Altogether a bayonet bas to 
pass twenty-three tests with regard to 
its accuracy. and strength.—London 
Answers. |

No part of God’s instructions to 
His Church fs more important than 
this exhortation to justice, Every- 
thing that God does iz based upon ab- 
solute justice, and He Jovites His peo- 
ple to be like Wim—to cultivate and 
develop in our characters the great 
qualities which He possesses, and 
which He has magnified and [llus- 
trated to us, Many have the thought 
that justice Is a very ordinary mat- 
ter, which practically everybody re- 
cognizes and follows. But such is 
Dot the case. Many would say, “Do 
you not know that wo are Christians, 
and that to practice justice would 
naturally be tho duty of all Christ- 
fans? Why do you not rather exhort 
us to cultivate love?” We reply, 
Justice should always take preced- 
ence; we bave no right to do less than 
Justice to any member of the human 
family or, for that matter, even to 
an animal, 

The trouble with the whole world 
is the failure to recognize this very 
principle, Justice is the foundation 
of God's Throne, It is the basle prin- 
ciple upon which He would hare us 
build character, and upon which He 
deals with all His creatures. It {s 
because this principle of justico ts 
not being recognized that the world 
is [ trouble, and tbat the great tribu- 
lation 1s coming upon our race, the 
Scriptures assure us. While in man- 
kind in genora! there ir ¥ery little 
to love, yet every human belng 
should receive justice, As followers 
of Christ, wo are to be the foremost 
in exercising justice towards all. 

What a grand world this would be 
{€ every haman belng would resolve 
to carry out the instructions of this 
text! There would be no “doing” of 
a neighbor before ho could “do” you; 
but there would be a sparing of the 
nelghbor, a taking into account his 
weaknesses and his Interests, , Who- 
ever would take advantage of another 
would do something contrary to the 
welfare of the other. As ye would, as 
Jesus said, that others should do to 
you, do ye even so to them, 

Thirty-Ove bundre¢ years ago God 
called the Israclites out of Erypt. In 
substance He said to them, “Four 
hundred years ago I made a Coven- 
ant with Abraham that his Seed 
should bless the world. Aro you 
ready to have that promise fulfilled 
to you?" They declared that they 
were ready. So He brought them to 
Mount Sinai, where they entered into 
a Covenant with Him to do whatever 
He directed. He gave them the Ten 
Commandments and said to them, “If 
you wish to bo the Seed of Abrabam 
that Is to-bless mankind, keep these 
| commandments.” 

That Law Covenant was based 
E justice alone; it did not ask

As soon as ou> Lord shall have of- 
fered that morit to the Father, “the 
whole ‘world will be turned over to 
Him; and immediately Ho will begin 
His great work of ruling and blessing 
all the families of the carth.

Keeping the Law merely authorized 
Jesug to lve forever; and if ile had 
set_up His Kingdom without giving 
His life os a Ransom, He could not 
have blessed mankind; for all are 
sinners under condemnation to death. 

Besides keeping the Law, Jesus 
Presented His’ body a living sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable to God, and: His rea- 
sonable servieo of sacrifice—prompt- 
ed by love. itis our first duty also to 
keep the Lay, to live up to its stand- 
ard as nearly as possible. But hav- 
ing enlisted under the bann of 
Christ, it iscadditionally our d to 
Present our, bodies a living sacrifice, 
as those who walk In His steps, faith- 
ful unto death, Thus*wo'Christlans 
are obligated; beyond all other poo- 
ple. All are obligated to the Golden 
Rule of Justice, but we by love — 
something much more than juatice. 

If we could, we would be absolute- 
ly just in thought, word, and deed. 
But this we cannot do; for none of 
Adam's race car. keep the Divine 
Law. Selfishness is deeply ingrained 
in our natural body; and by reason of 
this fact we fall to reach full perfec- 
tlon. But when we fail, we are not 
condemned; for.’ with us the candl- 
tions are not the same as with the 
Jews. - (Romans 8:1.) The blood of 
Jesus Christ cleanses us from all im- 
berfection: the mercy of Christ cov- 
ers all that we cannot do. 

This doca:-not excuse us, however, 
from doing our very best. If with our 
hearts we recognize the Golden Rvle, 
wo ‘sball seek to conform even our 
thoughts to‘1f. “We shall think and 
speak as genercuslg of our neighbor 
as we would wish him to, think and 
speak of us... We shall act as gener- 
ously toward him as we would ‘ish 
bim to act toward us,’ This principle 
would be excrelsed daly toward all. 
No matter how imperfect:we are to 
begin with, the work of God's grace 
sboyld more and more transform us, 
that we may be more and more like 
our Lor’ Jesus, 

As far as our hearts are concerned, 
we must become’exact copies of God's 
dear Son, though not reaching His 
glorious standard. To that we may 
hot attain while In the flesh, Daily 
wo may need to ask Divino forgive- 
ness for our shortcomings. But He 
who xnowcth the heart is pleased to 
sec us déing the best wo can do, seck- 
ing to grow in ¢race, in knowledge, 
and fn all the requirements of the 
Divine standards. This was the dis- 
Position of our Lord Jesus; and tho 
Father loves all who manifest the 
samo spirit.

God 
had purposed to redcom mankind and 
to bring all the willing and obedient 
back to Divine favor and < blessing. 
Our Lord Jesus longed to do this 
work, This was more than justice. 
If we have enlisted under His banner, 
{o share with Him In the sufferings of 
this present Hfe-and fn the future 
glory, honor, and immortality, then 
we covenant to follow’ the Law of 
Love. “Love worketh no ill to his 
nelgbbor,”" Love would do more than 
keep tho Mosalc Law. Lovo includes 
everything along the line of justice; 
{it would lead (one to sacrifice for his 
neighbor, for his fricnds, and for his 
family. This is moro than justice. 

Many of God's people scem not‘to 
fealize that justice takes precedence 
of love. Ged requires justice; and if 
we have agreed to give Him more 
than justice we are not thereby ex- 
cused from rendering justice. Evory- 
where around us we find ix justice. 
There are pa.ents who do not deat 
justly with their children, who take 
advantage of their chil¢ren In various 
ways, A parent owes it to his chil- 
dren not merely to bring them Intd 
the world and to get them to word 
for the family interests, but to pro- 
vide them with a reasonable educa- 


r 
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ndary; 

Properly trained while the body has 

growing, the youth is bound ‘to 
think and act’ for himself, but} will 
always seck ‘the guidance of the par- 
ents. ; 
There are employers who havo fall- 
ed to give their employes all the 
reasonable rights. Of course, gne 
cannot give everybody all that egch 
might ask;-for some people would de- 
mand everything apd then” not’ be 
satisfied. Dut with the right kind of 
employer the employo does not find it 
necessary to ask for his rights. The 
employer will insist that he shall 
have them. 3 

Then there are people intent upon 
managing their friends. They are al- 
ways telling others what to do and 
how to do it. -We should be modest 
and respect:the rights of others, but 
should not attempt to force our opin- 
fons upon them. When others ask us 
what to do and bow to do it, then It 
is time to tell them, should we con- 
sider it proper to dp so, If peoplé 
come to me for advice I say to them, 
“It I were in your place, I think that 
I would do thus and so; but the mat- 
ter is for you to decide.” By speak- 
ing in this way, wo put the responsi- 
bility upon the proper individual. 
"We have spoken about the obliga- 
tions of parents. Let os consider the 
obligations of:children. The Golden 
Rule would say, As you would that 
your children should do to you when 
you become advanced in years, do 
even so to your parents, Children 
should get this viewpoint. If every 
child were taught along this line, 
when it reached maturity the parent 
would have no need to worry about 
the child’s manifesting gratitude for 
the parental love and care which [t 
has recelved. The parent would say, 
“My chlidro. have had the prin-, 
ciples of justice doeply ingrained 
from childhood that they would be 
entirely dissatished with anything 
wrong.” 

We have spoken of the employer; 
let us now look at the employe, 
Imagine thelr positions reversed. 
What would each think it right to do 
for his employes or toward his em- 
ployer? What would be the right 
kind of terms, the right kind of feel-. 
log? This course would bring about 
Qgreat change between employers 
and employes. 

So as we consider what would be 
the right thing to do, and are willing 
to do what is right, we become mora 
just in our dealings with all, includ- 
Ing our business associates, Whethor 
we buy or sell, there {s 3 falr, reason- 
able way of dealing. It is wrong to 
buy so as to cause those who scl! to 
lose money. Wo should be satisfied 
that the man who sells foods to us 
should make a reasonably fair profit. 
If we were selling, we should expect 
to make a reasonably fair profit, not 
an uBjust one. The Golden Rute 
would regulate the matter. 5 

While the whole Church is buflt 
upon the principle that the Gospel 
Church are to lay down their lives 
for the brethren, nevertheless somo 
of God's dear children fail to recog- 
‘nize the principles of justice in their 
dealings with each other. Whenever 
a difficulty arises, wo need especially 
to examine our own hearts and con- 
duct to cee whether the fault be ours, 
These difficulties neagly always result 
from a violation of the principle of 
justice, . 

The foundation of God's Throne is 
Justice. The Church that fs built ac- 
cording to His arrangement Is based 
upon this same principle. Each mem- 
ber may yield his own rights, but he 
must not transgress those of others. 
We should be very glad to sec others 
act justly toward us; but we should 
not necessarily stand on our rights 
anywhere. Love ignores many of its 
own rights. Our Lord's life on earth 
was one of sacrifice. In the Church 
or In the family or in busincas we 
should use good Judgment in the do- 
fog of God’s will rather than In tak- 
ing advantage of others. 

As we do this, we aro cultivating 
the spirit of justice, Do we not see 
how this applies th every direction? 
For Instance, God's Law was origin- 
ally giver to Adzm; God's Juatice in- 
fiicted the death penalty for the 
breaking of that Law. Ho would not 
set aside His Law, His Justice, but 
He would bring In a blessing through 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Loye gains 
this victory over Justice, not by vio- 
lating Justice, but by sacrificing self, 
So It Is for us to sacrifice ourselves in 
the interest of ‘tlie Lord, the Truth 
and the brethren; and by thus doing, 
wo are really conserving our own best 
interests and are growing in grace, in 
knowledge, and in character-llkeness 
to our God. 





Cream of Potato Soup.

Stranded In Motor Boat at Mid-| 


night—Had Given up Hope

Robert Nekon andj his wife were 
rescuml from the lake at Toronto earls 
this morning by Capt. Chapman and 
the life-saving crew. At 10.40 last 
night a telephone call was sent in that 
a gasoline launch was in great danger 
Opposite stop 21 on the Lake Shore 
road, The life saving crew set out im- 
mediately, but it was near midnight 
before they located the boat. At that 
time there wax a high sea and the east 
wind was forcing the stranded launch 
up on the bank. Nelson and his wife 
were taken off the launch with diffi- 
culty, as the shore at this point is very 
steep and the water is deep.

Indian Loaf Cake. 

Miz a teacupful of powdered white 
sugar with a qnart of rich milk and 
cut up In the milk two ounces of but- 
ter, adding # galtspoonful of salt, Put 
this mixture Into a cotered pan or 
skillet and set {t on the fire till it ts 
scalding hot. Then take {it off and 
scald with it as much yellow Indian 
ineal (previottaly sifted) as will make 
{t of the consistency of thick bolled 
mush, “Beat the whole rery hard for 
a quarter of an hour and then sect It 
away to cool. While it is cooling beat 
three ezgs very Nght and stir them 
gradually into the mixture when It Is 
about as warm as new milk. Add a 
teacupful of good strong yeast or one 
compressed yeast cake dixsolved In the 
Uquid and beat the whole another 
quarter of an bour, for much of the 
goodness of this cake depends on Its 
beIng long and well beaten. Then 
have ready a tin mold or pan with o 
‘pipe In the center. It must be well 
buttered, as Indian meal ts apt to stick. 
Put in the mixture and set fo a. warm 
Place to rise for about four -hours. 
Then bake it two hours In a moderate 
oven. When done turn It ont with the 
broad surface downward and send to 
the table hot and +whole. Cut Into 
Slices and eat with butter. * :

Fifteen thousand machine-guns had 
been donated to the Canadian “forces 
by private subscription up to yester- 
day. . 

A week ago the number was+1,000 
guns, at 2 cost of $1,000,000, or $1,000 
“per gun. In the interval contributions 
have poured in with the result that tho 

{sum of. $1,500,000 has now been ‘prom- 
ised, 500 more guns being thus added 
to the 1,000 already received. 

Figuring on the basis of two Cana- | 
dian contingents in the field, this 
would mean an equipment of about 40 
quick-firers per battalion. The original 
provision was four guns, and this was 
doubled by the Militia Department. 
When the guns supplied by private sub- 
scription are added, the Canadian 
forces will be even better supplied with 
these modern portable death machines 
than the German troops who are sup- 
posed to have about 16 guns per bat- 
talion.

FLOODS IS THE WEST. 


ftecent Inundatlon« in Eéronten and 
Calgary Broke All Records. 


Forthe second time fn. alxtecn 
years Edmonton has been visited by a 
Sood; and for thc first time on record 
Calgary had a Sood at about the same 
Ume as Edmonton. Usually thesc two 
western cities near the Rockies do 
-hingn as far differently a» possible. 
There Is, however, no direct con 
nection betweer. the flood. at Calgary 
and the Sood at Edmonton. Calgary's 
flood comes from. the Bow. River, 
which rises up among tbe glacial re- 
zlons of the south Canadian Rockies 
and flows into the south Saskatche- 
wan hundreds o miles below Edmon- 
ton. The flood at Edmonton {fs di- 
rectly due to th. north Saskatchewan, 
which in one o: the most variable 
rivers in Canada for average deptb. 

The flood that came on Saturday 

night, June 26, was caused by a cloud 
burat And melting snows {nthe 
“Rockies.” It sent the river forty- 
Ove feet and two inches above the 
low water mark: a seothing, awirling 
Sood, carrying shacks, hocses, barns, 
and all manne: of debris. on its 
crest. 
The total damage and destruction 
bots to homes and manufacturing 
planta is variously estimated at from 
three-quarters to a million dollars 
Some eight hundred families, ‘repre- 
senting two thousand people. were 
drivon from their homes. The elty | 
damages, fortunately, were not heavy 
though several cf tho bridges were 
seriously threatened, and were long 
In danger.’ One of them, long the 
ehic: medium of connection between 
Edmonton and Strathcona, would 
bave assuredl> gone but for two long 
trafas of freigh: cars heavily ballast- 
ed with sand standing upon ft for a 
kooc twenty-four hours with power- 
ful engines attached to drag them off 
at the Arat sign of collapse. Up tne 
river several huaired yards stood the 
$2,500,000 high level bridge, lonking 
down with Inditierence upon the tag- 
ing food, and w.th lofty pride at the 
traMfc from tho other bridges diverted 
over ita spacio:: roads. In striking 
contrast, too, from the little buildings 
swirled in tho fate below or filled 
with water to a.t depths were the, 
$3.000,000 Parliament Buildings and 
the $2,000,000 trand Trunk Pacifie 
Chateau, 

The second highest food at Edmon- 
ton came In 1899, when the river 
suddenly jumped—almost in a alngle 
night—nearly 40 feet abovo low wa- 
ter mark. That flood was said to 
have been caused by a cloudburst [a 
the Rockies, accompanied by very hot 
Weather {n ths glacier-land where 
the Saskatchewan rises. It was ac- 
companied by no teavy rains in tho 
Saskatchewan valley, In fact for 
some years following, when heavy 
rains for months at a stretch mado 
tho traila impassable ond all the 
crcoks into rivers, the big river rose 
lesa than half the height it reached 
In the glacial food of 1899, 

Travelers down the Saskatchewan 
two years iater saw the marks of 
that food; thickets of shore willows 
beaten down dai, debris lodged In 
the crotches of poplar and spruce 
and heaped up on the juts of the is- 
lands, One of tre most interesting 
relics of that outburst was part of 
the old Saskatchewan steamer, The

Swiss Have Mercentite Navy. 

Long before Germany was to be reck- 
oned with as a sea power Switzerland 
Possessed a ficet equipped for Warfare 
Eight hundred years ago vn all the 
larger Swiss lakes armed galleys were 
malntained by the rival cantons. 
Skilled shipwrights had to be import- 
ed from Genoa for the construction of 
these vessels, some of which carried 
crews of 600 men. The largest Swiss 
Sotilla was maintained on the lake of 
Geneva when the inhabitants of Ge 
neva were at war with Saroy. Since 
the neutrality of Switzerland has been 
guaranteed by the powers there bas 
been no need for warships on the lakes. 
The Swisa, howerer, posses n niercan- 
tle nary, which carries a considerable 
amount of trade orer the 342 miles of

THE INTERMEDIATE STATE 


To the Editor of ‘The Intelligencer. 
Dear Sir,—Mr. Ackerill says in The 
Intelligencer of August 3rd :— 


“Regarding the intermediate state, 
all thoce diligently reading the scrip- 
tures: must know and realize that we 
cannot get ansthing but a very hazy 
idea of it from the Old Testament 
scriptures because God's ancient peo- 
ple, the Jews, were divided into two 
parties on the subject—the Pharisees, 
who believed in an intermediate state 
end -1 resurrection from the dead, and 
the Saducecs who did not.”’ 


1 am surprised to find that anyone 
having ruch an‘intimate acquaintance 
with the Bible'as Str. Ackerill scems to 
Possess would take the pcsition he does 
in the above. Now let us examine this 
statement and see if it is worthy of ac- 
ceptance by those who are seeking for 
the truth in matters of theology. Mr. 
Ackerill cays the Old Testament is 
“very hazy" regarding the interme- 
diate state. The proof of this is be- 
cause “‘the Jews were divided into two 
parties on the subject.” I fail to see 
how the division of the Jews on this 
subject should demonstrate the hazi- 
ness of the Old Testament in reference 
to this or any other subject. The 
Jews as a nation were not theologians, 
but of course were divided into several 
religious sects, but if that were a 
proof of the haziness of the Old Testa- 
ment we must conclude that the New 
Testament js more abscure than the 
Old, considering the fact that there 
are probably now, since the. New Tes- 
tament became accessable to the mass- 
es, fifty times as many divisions and 
sects as there were in Old Testament 
times. 

* But the ‘Pharisees believed in an 
intermediate state.” This to my mind 
is evidence against the truthfulness of 


‘that doctrine, for Christ warned His 


disciples against the ‘‘doctrine’’ of the 
Pharisees as well as that of the Sadu- 
cees, (Matt. xvi:6-12.) The quotation 
in my previous letter were in myhum- 


_ ble opinion anything but vague al- 


though moat of them were from the 
Old Testament. They were, moreover? 
the language of inspiration through 
God's prophets and were exceedingly 
pointed im reference to the matters to 
which y were applied; and this, I 
have doubt, is why Mr. Ackerill 
‘has left them severely alonc—not hav. 
ing attempted to weaken the force of 
eren one of them. 

But Mr. Ackerill finds that “the 
heathen nations had a better idea of 
the intermediate state than the Jews.” 
I judge from this that instead of send- 
ing Christian missionaries to teach the 
heathen it would be better for us to 
learn of those bénighted peoples, es- 
pecially as to the intermediute state. 
This is to my mind the only conclus- 
ion deducible from Mr. Ackerill’s 
statement. ‘ 

* Mr. Ackerill continues: ‘We must 
look to the New Testament for a cor- 
rect understanding of the subject, and 
the parable of Dives and Lazarus will 
suffice.’ This. parable may be quite 
ample to satisfy Mr. Ackerill, on the 
principle that a drowning man will 
ehtch at a straw’ but the writer would 
not feel warranted in basing an, im- 
portant doctrine on a parable, and no 
Rreat commentator or theologian would 
do so. What is a parable? The Cen- 
tury Dictionary yires as the specific 
“meanings: An allegorical relation or 





proverb, etc. Therefore it was ne: 
cessary for Christ to explain parables 
sometimes, even to His disciples, But 
unto others He spoke in parables: that 
though tkey have exes they may not 
see, and thongh they havo earz, they 


may not understand, (Luke vii = 
—Twenticth Century New Testament. 
The disciples asked their Lord to ex- 
plain the parable of the sower, and in 
doing so he instructed them that the 
seed is (represents) the word of God. 
Those (the seed that fell by the way- 
side) represent they that hear, etc. 

It will he even, then, that’ parables 
are not intended to be understood in 
a literal seme. And in keeping with 
this, Young, in his concordance, under 
the head Lazarus (Luke 16) says it is 
“a eymbolical name in one of the par- 
ables."". Now the rich man died and 
was buried, and in hades (where he 
was buried) be Sifted up his eyes being 
in torments-’ Or, as it reads in the 
Twentieth Century Testament, com- 
mencing with verse 22:—“‘After a time 
the beggar died, and was taken by the 
angels (messengers) to be with Abra- 
ham. The rich man also died and was 
buried. In the Place of Death (hades) 
he looked up in iis torment and saw 
Abraham at a distance and Lazarus at 
his side. So he called out, Pity me, 
Father Abraham, and send Lazarus to 
dip the tip of his finger in water and 
cool mygtongue for [I am suffering 
agony @M this flame. Child, answered 
Abraham, : remember that you in your 
lifetime (he was evidently not living 
then) received what you thought was 
desirable, just an Lazarus received 
what was not desirable,” etc. The 
characters in this parable, or fable, 
were literally dead, but for a certain 
purpose were represented as convers 
ing. They were evidently corporal be- 
ings. They had lived, but had “died,” 
and the rich man, we are told, was 
buried: ‘In the place of death," 
(trades, the place of burial) he “lifted 
up his eyes." Tho rich man had 
“eyes” and a “‘fonguo.”” Lazarus had 
fingers, and there was water at hand, 
and to go from this place was to “go 
from the dead’; and if Lazarus had 
gone to testify unto the “five breth 
ren’? it would have bern necessary for 
him' to ‘‘rise fromthe dead.” -Depart 
od spirits’ conld have passed over the 
“great gulf’, but material beings like 
Lazarus and Dives coald not. There 
is nothing in the whole story about de- 
parted spirits or souls. The parable 
was probably in harmony with the be- 
lief of some one or © of the un 
chrirtian sects at the time, 

But perhaps some one may say, how 
could dead bodies talk’ They dit not 
actually talk, but were represented a: 
doing so for the purpose of the parable 
just, as is represented in Isaiah xiv in 
reference to the King of Babylon. In 
this same chapter the fir trees are said 
to rejoice, and the cedars of Lebanon, 
“saying, since thou art Jaid down no 
feller is come up against us.’ Trees 
hesides talking are also represented as 
clapping their hands (Isaiah tv :12); 
alo the floods can clap their hands 
(Psalw xeviii:3). When we find guch 
representations as these in the Word of 
God, need we wonter at Christ, for a 
good purpose, parabolically represcit 
ing dead “bodies as being engaged in 
conversation? :

Care of 
‘the Baby. In, 


— = 


‘The first and fhost important thing 
todo for a baby is to find the right food 
for him, When for any reason be is 
Geprived of. the ‘one “right” food, /his 
mother’s milk, some substitute runt be 
fotind!* Experience "in ‘feeding’ many 
thousands of babies in this and other 
countries bas shown that clean, fresh 
cow's milk is the only fuod that can. be 
depended ‘upon to ‘take the ‘place. of 
breast milk with even a fair degree of 
In order to hare milk that is clean 
enough for a baby’s food, the greatest 
care must be taken to keep it clean 
frorr, the time !t is drawn from the cow 
until it goes into the baby’s mouth. It 

& cow is kept on the place it should be 

yossible for the mother to eee that the 

cow is brushed ‘clean before’ Lelng 
milked, that the teats and udder arc 
washed before the milking begins, that 
the bands and clothing of the milker 
are clean and that a partly covered 
milk pall is used. which bas been 
scalded with bolling water before use. 

It is sometimes ndrisable tu boll the 
milk, especially in hot summer weather 

Usually the method of treatment tallied 

pasteurization renders It safe. Here ts 

a simple method of pasteurizing: 

Put a gallon of water over the fire in 

@ large kettle. When the water ts boll 

ing hard remove tbe kettle nod let it 

stand uncorered for ten minuter 

Stand the filled and corked bottler to 

the hot water, corer the kettle and al- 

tow ft to atand for half an hour. Ne 
more the hotties and cool them, under 
running water if possible, until they. 
are cold, and keep them on ice or where 
they will be cold until needed. 

Perfect cleanliness must be obserred 
in making up the babs‘s feedings. The 
mother’s, bands should he scashed 
clean,.and she should wear a clean 
apron. All the dishes and articles to 
be ned should bare been bolled before 
being uséd, and ae far nn poxsible they 
shonkt be kept for the babs‘s use 
alone. Milk ia very readily talnted by 
being pnt into dishes In which food 
bas heen cooked. If conrenlent bore 
on hand a kettle large enongh to hold 
elght nursing bottles at n time, a two 
quart bow! or pitcher to hokl the milk 
mixture, a funnel through which to 
pour It Into ibe bottles. a long handled 
spoon to atic it wilh. a bottle brush, 
enough nursing bottles and nipples for 
all'‘the nursings in iwents-four hodra 
and the same number of new corks 
A graduated meanuring ginsa ia x con 
venience, but a nursing bottle haring 
a scale In ounces Liown In one site 
may be need instead. 

It In moat Important that the bottles 
shall be kept cold from the time the 
milk Ss prepared until it is used. Here 
ten chenp and effective icebox: 

Use n lard or candy incket or 8 
wooden bor for the outside receptacle. 
In the bottom put a loser of rawdust 
an Inch thick. In the middle of this 
box place an elght quart tin pall wlth 
a corer and fill all the apace aronnd 
It with sawdust. [node thin pall put 
‘the ice and the bottles and corer toth 
the foner pall and the outer box. If 
the fice tn broken np and put into s 
small covered pail which 19 net inside 
the refrigerator it will keep longet 
than when it Is not thua protected 
If the outer box bas a corer'on binges. 
an will’ be most convenient, a thick 
layer of newspapers may be tacked to 
the underside of the corer. Or a cush- 
fon stuffed with hay. straw, excelsiot 
or sawdust, made to fit the cover of 
the box, may be fastened to ft. if 
properly made this little device will 
keep, the baby’s bottles aweet for 
twenty-four hots with very Uttle ice, 
provided they are tery cold © when 
put. io,

It Is best to begin with a small 
amount, say two or three teaspoonfuls, 
and to increase slowly tit] one to three 
tablespoonfuls are giten dally. 

At nine months be may be ciren beef

day. Wheat preparations or farina may 
be used, either of which should be 
well cooked for at Jeast three-quarters 
of an bour in a double boiler. 

At ten months he may hate a small 
Piece of toast ‘or zwieback or a crust 
of bread to chew immediately after bis 
midday feeding. 

At twelve months he may hare cereal 
twice a day. If oatmeal is used It must 
be cooked for three hours and straiped.

PARIS, Aug. 17.—Humanito prints 
uh text of the anti-annexationist pee 
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tifion addressed to the German Chane 
licr, Dr. Von Bethmann-Hollweg, ont, 
July 9, and signed by 82 prominent 
Germans, including Bernhard Dern- 
burg, Professor Adolf Harnack, Cle- 
mens Delbruck, and Prince Von 
Hatzfeld. This document, which was 
| framed ‘in answer to annexationist 
manifestoes, beging as follows: 
« “Germany did not enter the war 
with the intention of ‘making con- 
quests,. but to preserve her existenca 
against the threatened coalition of her 
eneniies.”’ ; 

“We delcare ouserselves,”’ the pete 
tion continues, “‘partisans of the prins 
ciple that incorporation or annexa- 
tion of peoples politically autonomous © 
or accustomed to autonomy must be: 
condemned. The German Empire 
sprang from the idea of national ub, 
ity and homogeneity. It would only, 
assimilate elements © racially foreign 
slowly and incompletely,” 

“The danger that territories Ger- 
many would have to evacuate ag a 
condition of peace,’ continues. the 
decument, “‘might become ramparts, 
for her enemies could easily’ be pro- 
vided against in some other way.’’ 

The manifesto concludes with an af- 
firmation of Germany's complete fin- 
al victory.

Hearily salted cooking butter should 
‘be atolded, ay it Is “likely to bare a 
strong taxte. Time and trouble will 
be saved in the mixing if the fat, when 
at all bard, ts first beaten tu a cream. 

All. pastry -should be mized with 
very.cold water. The board and pin 
shvold be floured lightly and the slough 
rolled out with. short. sharp rolls; lift 
the pin constantly and never gu orer 
the edges. Pastry should be handled 
as little as possible, and the first that 
is rolled is the best. Hake in a bot 
oren, 90 that st may rise quickly; open 
the oren door only when necessury. 
and be carefal not to bang it when 
closing. 

Here is an English recipe for pas- 
try. with directions for mixing It: 

Half a pound of four, four ouncea 
of butter or other fats, one, teaspoon- 
fal of bakiog powder. Sift the flour 
and baking powder well together and 
add salt tu taste. Cream the butter or 
fat on a plate and divide it inte four 
Parts, Rub one-quarter lightly Into 
the Gour. Whei tine pour n iltite wa- 
ter Into the center. use a koulfe for 
Mmlsing and make an elastic dough. 
Flour the board and pln and roll the 
paste intu n long strip. ut on anoth. 
ef portion of the fat In little dabs, 
sprinkle with four, cnt Into three stripe 
and lay one on top of the other, pound 
with the pin and roll out again. te. 
peat this performance until the fourth 
portion ‘of butter Is used. 

The pastry then fx ready for use. 
Roll st out again, cut tt in the desired 
sizeq and bake in n hot orep. Finky 
pastry rises in Isyers, air being folded 
iu at cach turn.

These 
sbould be bolied in lye water at jeast 
once a week. The nose is one of the 
greatest. alds to sanitation, and all 
should heed ' it. Most ‘persons ‘think 
that a bad smelling dish rag is to be 
expected. But not so. It should be 
as sweet smelling as the face towel. 

Then there is the garbage can. It 
should be scalded and set out in the 
sun every day. ‘This ts most iT 
tant, as the can is (De receptacle forall 
Tefuse, which Is spt to decompose a 
become a menace to health unless care? 
fully attended to, A great help in 
keeping the can clean Is to line it with 
newspaper in such a way. that nothing 
touches the can, being beld by the pa- 
per. To dump the can merely lift the 
paper out’ This will also lengthen the 
life of the can by keeping it dry. 

The refrigerator is another . germ 
catcher, unless kept clean. Baking 
soda is excellent for cleaning the In- 
terior of the refrigerator, as it both 
cleanses and sweetens. For the top, 
where the fce Is kept, a strong solution 
of Jre water, bolling bot, is the best to 
use. Empty the whole refrigerator, 
throw the lye water against the walls 
of the upper part. It will run down 
through the wasto pipe, carrying all 
the slime with it. Follow this bath 
with one of plain bot water, then wash 
the lower part with hot suapsuds and 
soda. This should be done once a 
week. 

The laundry tubs should be kept 
corked when not In use to prerent the 
rise uf obnuxious gases. They sbould 
be kept as clean as the sink, and once 
8 week a disinfectant should be poured 
down all soll pipes. 

Many cooks will taste the food to see 
that it is properly sensoned and will 
return the spoon to ihe food.

LONDON, Aug. 17.—Lieut.-Col. Od- 
jum, whose name appeared some time 
ago in the casualty list, arrived at a 
London hospital suffering from tho ef- 
fects of a couple of bullet hits in the 
right arm and another in his right aide.

to understand the Divine applicatior 
of justice in the world’s affairs. 
Hitherto we haye not studied out 
Bibles with suMicient care, but have 
Jumped at conclusions and endeavor- 
ed to make the Bible fit them. In 
every man there is somo appreciation 
of justice, some realization that pun- 
ishment ought to be inflicted for 
wrong-doing. Even those who prac- 


to assist in punishing them, even 
though hoping to escape the fruit of 
their own sin. 

The Bible clearly teaches that to 
bome extent national judgments and 
punishments have been in progress 
for centuries, but that Mfdividual 
reckonings with Divine Justice are 
for the future—except as violations 
of Nature’s laws continually bring re- 
tribution. It is in view of this fact 
that the Lord’s judgment Is future 
that Christians are exhorted, “Judge 
nothing before the time.” Our in- 
complete knowledge renders even the 
most saintly lable to error of judg- 
ment. Christians have the promise 
that before their work as judges be- 
gins they will bo qualified for it by a 
glorious change from earthly {mper- 
fection to Heavenly ‘completencss in 
glory, honor, and immortality. 

The Scriptures discriminto sharply 
between the judgment of the Church 
and the judgment of the world; and 
to read our Bibles Intelligently we 
must thus diacriminate. 
ignored sin during the past six thou- 
sand years. He is punishing the 
whole world every day. The penalty 
specified fn the Bible is death, and 
our race is dying at the rate‘of one 
hundred thousand daily—exclusive 
of the great mortality occasioned by 
the European war. This death pen- 
alty has concomitants of trouble lead- 
ing up to It—sickness, sorrow, pain 
—all of which aro really parts of the 
dying process, and therefore parts of 
the penalty. 

This penalty is not graded accord- 
ing to moral differences amongst 
men, Divine Justice merely decided 
that Father Adam as a rebel against 
the Divine Law had forfeited his life, 
and that none of his children could 
be born under conditions that would 
be perfect and satisfactory to’ God. 
Therefore Adam’s death sentence 
passed by heredity upon all of hia 
children, irrespective of thelr degreca 
of sinfulncss, None of .them being 
perfect, none of them therefore being 
worthy of everlasting life, all of them 
mnust die, whether with ‘much or ttle 
pain; whether by famine or pestil- 
ence or war or.accident. Justice took 
no note of the method of the dying, 
but merely of the fact that they must 
dle. Similarly, human laws provide 
certain penalties for crimes, irrespec- 
tive of the different conditions of the 
culprits. 

God might have allowed the race 
to perish under that death sentence, 
or “curse.” If so, the accounts of 
Justice would have been squared, and 
every man at death would bave got- 
ten his share of the penalty. Then 
there would have been neither future. 
life nor future Judgments for bim; 
for a death penalty is the extreme 
limit of Divide Law, as well as of hu- 
man law. c 

But God purposed something better 
than annihilation for His human 
creatures. He purposed an exhibl- 
tion of His mercy in combination 
with justice—the redemption of 
Adam and allof his famlly from the 
fleath sentence. The first step In this 
redemptive work wan the deajh of

out of this penalty of death and to 
wake possible his re-living, bia re-

the new Judgment Day begin—the 
opportunity for Adam and hi race to 
have another trial for 1ife—secured 
by God's mercy through the death of 
Jesus? 

St. Paul answers our query, say- 
ing, “God hath appointed a Day, In 
which He will judge the. world ‘In 
righteousness, by that Man whom He 
hath ordained, whereof He bath 
given assurance unto all men, In that 
He hath raised Him from the dead.” 
(Acts 17-31.) ‘St. Paul does not say 
that this Judgment Day hac begua in 
his time; but that it was future, ac- 
cording to God's appointment, and as 
a result of Christ’s death. He clearly 
intimates also that Jesus [s to be the 
great Judge. 

In this view of matters, the ap- 
pointed Judgment Day Is not to be a 
time of punishment for Adam‘s sin; 
for mankind already have been pun- 
ished In the dying processes of the 
race for six thousand years. Nor {fs 
the coming Judgment to punish 
Adam’s race because of thelr inherlt- 
ed weaknesses; for all those weak- 
nesses were Included In the redemp- 
tive work which the Saviour accom- 
plished when “He by*the grace of God 
tasted death for overy man.” 

The coming Judgment Day simply 
signifies a fresh trial for Adam and 
bis race. In the first trial in Eden, 
Father Adam failed; and he and his 
race all lost the perfect ‘tife with 
which he had been originally endow- 
ed, as a son of God. The new Judg-

The only exception to this rule 
was the litt!e nation of Isracl, Abra- 
ham's family. .To Abraham, a man-of 
falth and loyalty to God, came - the 
first declaration of God’s purpose to 
bless the world. (Galatians 3:8, 16, 
29.) Neither Abraham nor his chil- 
dren were delivered from the curse. 
He was merely informed that God 
had purposed another Judgment.Day, 
In which all the families of the earth 
would be bless:d and in which Abra- 
ham’s Offspring would be the great 
Judge, through whom all the willing 
and obedient might be brought back 
to everlasting life and perfection. 

God might have continued to deal 
with humanity ezactly as He had 
done during the first two thousand 
years—might have left them in 
ignorance of His purpose to roll away 
the curse and to roll on a blessing. 
Hut another feature of t Divine 
Pian mado it expedient to/reveal cer- 
taln féatures of the Divihe purpose, 
He desired to select two classes from 
amongst mankind before:lie would 
begin the general work of giving a 
fresh judgment, or trial, for everlast- 
ing life to Adam and his race. In 
harmony with His Plan God revealed 
certain things to Abrabam and his 
natural posterity, the Jews, up to the 
time of Christ: In His dealings with 
them He tested them and found cer- 
tain“ noble, loyal, faithful characters, 
sultable to His future purposes. They 
are sometimes styled the Ancient 
Worthies, and are referred to by St. 
Paul In Hebrews 11. ak 

In the closing verses of that chap- 
ter, however, the Apostie refera to 
the Church of the Gospel Age as con- 
stituting a different: class of God's 
forvants, as designed to recelve at 
His hands still higher bonors than 
the others. Note the Apostle’s words 
of contrast. Afler’ speaking very 
highly of the faith of the Ancient 
Worthies, St. Paul explains that they 
died without having recelved tho ful- 
filment of the promlscs made to them, 
all of which were earthly;"and that 
they could not recelve the fulfilment 
of thelr carthly promises until after 
the Church would have received and 
entered into her spiritual promises 
by the First Resurrection.—Hebrews 
11:39, 40,

during this Gospel Age been select- 
ing another class, splifit-begotten 
ores, who are to be perfected on the 
Heavenly or Spirit Plane, made like 
thelr Lord and Redeemer. (2 Peter 
1:4; 1 John 3:2.) To Christ and 
Hia glorified Church God purposes to 
turn over the whole world of man- 
kind, includiog those who have gone 
Into the tomb. 

Thia Messiah will be backed by all 
the Divine Power in His work of res- 
culng mankind from the fallen condl- 
tion. Satan will be bound; all evil In- 
fluences will thus be restrained. The 
darkness of ignorance and supersti- 
tlon will be scattered before the ris- 
ing’Sun of Right-cusness, All man- 


kind will t< blessed—the Hving first, 
and arterwards the slecping ones, 
“every man in his own order” or com- 
pany—not allsat once. For a thou- 
sand yeara a great work of judging 
will progress. 

This judging will not be punish- 
ments on account of Adam's sin or of 
inherited imperfections and faults, 
results of that sin. So far ag the 
wrong doinge of the present life are 
traceable to Inberited blemiabes, they 
will be covered by tho merit of tbe 
g-eat Redeemer’s sacrifice. The only 
accounts remaining unrettled will bo 
for those misdeeds ané pernicious 
words of the present Ilfe done or ut- 
tered contrary to knowledge. The de- 
gree of knowledge will determine the 
degree of sin. 

Each individtal then on Judgment, 
on trial, will have in himeelf the re- 
cord of hin own violations of con- 
sclence. That is to say, the unforglv- 
able sins, which must be punished, 
are those against the Holy Spirit, tho 
Spirit of Righteousness, the Spirit of 
Truth—done Intelligently against It. 
Thus the civilized could sear thelr 
consciences in a manner that the un- 
civilized could not; and those haying 
a knowiedge of God and appreciation 
of the principles of His righteousness 
could injure themselves for the fu- 
ture In a manner that more ignorant 
people could not, 

Jesus declared that in the Day of 
Judgment those who did evil without 
knowledge will be punished with few- 
er stripes than will those who did less 
evil,with more light. He gives us as 
Ilustrations the Sodomites of old, 
who were accounted most wicked, 


and the people amongst whom He* 


was preaching, who counted them- 
selves holiness people—Scribes and 
Pharisees. (Matthew 10:15; 11:22.) 
It will be tolerable for all, but less 
tolerable for those who have had 
more knowledge, more light, in tho 
present life, and who have failed to 
live accordingly. , 

The period since Jesus’ day, begin- 
ning at Pentecost, has been the 
Church's Judgment Day — her triat 
time, Only those coming into the 
True Church on the Lord’s terms are 
privileged to have this special trial, 
and, if victorious, its special reward 
of glory, honor, and {mmortality io 
the Kingdom. The entrance Into the 
Church is through the begetting of 
the Holy Spirit; and this begetting 
to the new nature is granted only to 
those who turn from sin, accept the 
Redeemer aa their Advocate with the 
Father, and make consecration to do 
God's will. 

‘As New Creatures, these have 
much advantage, in that God guaran- 
tees that “all things shall work to- 
gether for good to them'’—as spirit 
beings. This means, however, that 
they will be subjected to trials, dim- 
culties, testings, much more severe 
than come to wankind .in ganoral; 


for they are belng chiseled, polished, 
qualitied, for the glories of the Heay- 
enly Kingdom, They must walk by 
faith, not by sight. They must make 
a noble fight, in thelr hearts at least, 
against sin and its allurements. They 
must prove themselves loyal to God, 
to His Truth and to His service, at 
the cost of even Ife itself. 

The whole question we are discuss- 
ing in summed up by the Lord fn His 
Message through the Prophet Malachi 
(3:15-18). The. Prophet declares 
that now we do not sce evil-doers 
‘punished, even though they Injure 
God's true people and blaspheme His 
name. But after God has made ready 
all the Jewels of the Elect class and 
has sot them:in the gold of the Di- 
¥ine nature, there will be a change 
in prevailing conditions amongst 
men. Evil-doers will. be chastised, 
with a view to their reformation, 
This falling, they “will be destroyed 
from amongst the people.” Describ- 
Ing these Restitution conditions, t he 
Prophet declares, “Then shall ye re- 
turd, and dircern between the right- 
eoua and the wicked.” 

What God purposes for the world 
through Messiah’s Kingdom will be 
the grandest thing imaginable. 
Through this Kingdom, Divine judg- 
ments—juatice—will be -cnforced 
everywhere — yet sympathetically.

How the» Little Animals Have 
2 Brought Wealth to P. E. Island. 


Angus McTavish’s hens clucked 
and scratched contentedly in their 
yard. It was a pleasan: place. There 
was soft loam, a little patch of gravel 
and a dusty expanse for dry baths. 
The lord of the harem flapped his 
way to a stump in a corner of the 
low fence and posed there, the spring 
sun of Prince Edward Island waking 
his iridescent feathers to a jJewellike 
Dlaze. His’ wives looked at him 

And then calamity © de- 
scended, 


A lithe form 2f a lustrous black, 
sharp-nosed, sharp eared and bushy 
tailed leaped the fence gracefully. A 
snap of the jaws and chanticleer lay 
low, his neck broken, while the bens 
fled screaming.  £heir lamentations 
brought the farme=‘s wife. 

“Angus,” she called, “there's a 
black fox in the fowl yard. Hurry!" 
ALittie need for the last word of ad- 
vice. “Black fox” on Prince Edward 
Island means wealth. MeTavish and 
his wife joined fin an carnest attempt 
to capture the marauder. A gun was 
barred, for that would have meant 
injury to the glossy polt. Maybe Rey- 
Rard knew it, for he walted until hic 
Pursuers were close by and then with 
a defiant firt of his brush skipped 
Into the underbrush, And with him 
went a vision of thousands of dollars. 

Thousands? you may say with an 
Incredulous lift of the eyebrows. 
That's absolutely right; for the royal 
black fox has brought a vast income 
to this smallest of the Canadian prov- 
inces. Canny tech farmers didn't 














































for gathering in good dollars, and 
the result is what might have been 
expected. The black fox has been 
commercialized. It was a specula- 
tion at first, but to-day fox ranching 
bas assumed th» proportions of a 
communal Industry. Tho mere hunt- 
ing down of a black fox for’his pelt 
has been relegated to the dark ages. 
Now the fur farmers have kennels 
and 2 pair of live foxes for breeding 
Pp ses that have een capitalized 
at 430,000, 

Properly are these Prince Edward 
Island foxes known as “‘royal" silvers 
or “royal” blacks!’ Their pelts are 
catalogued at prices ranging from 
$500 to $4,000 each at winter fur 
auctions in Londop. Twenty skins 
from one island ranch three years 
2g0 averaged nearly $1,400 each. 
Since that time the finn bred foxes 
have been saved for reproductive pur- 
poses, but a test pelt put on the mar- 
ket'in 1914 brought approximately 
$2,000, and in the Peris shops tho 
current quotations (before the war) 
ranged around $3,000. 

When one vixen, or female fox, 
bears from twenty-five to thirty-fve 
fox pups In the course of ber ten 
years of “motherhood™ it is little 
wonder that she is worth literally 
from two to four times her weight 
in gold. A normal black fox weighs 
from nine to eleven pounds and is 
now selling, alive, at from $6,000 to 
$18,000; while an equal weight of 
refined gold is valued at but from 
$2,975 to $3,637! ; 

The largest source of wild black 
fox pelis at present In north-western 
Canada. Recent Edmonton dea- 
patches state ihat a considerable 
number of this season's take are 
valued at from $500 to $1,500. But 
just as Indubitably as the black fox 
skin has usurped foremost position 
in the fur market so surely has the 
Prince Edward Island pelt won first 
place among black fox furn, 

The first black foxes were captured 
and bred succeasfully on Prince Ed- 
ward Island {in 1892, no less than 
threo different Individuals claiming 
the credit for the achievement. 





Last of the Blewetts. 


A cablegram which has been re- 
celved recently from Franco by Jean 
Blewett, the celebrated Canadian au- 
thor, announces that her nephew, 
Private D. Blewett, has been seri- 
ously wounded fn the recent fighting 
in France, Ile is 19 years of age and 
is a son of William Blewett, of Kam- 
sack, Sask. 

Private Blewett is the last of a 
long and distinguished lino of sol- 
diera in the Blewett family history. 
The founder of the family came to 
Cornwall, Eng., from Normandy, 
France, with Edward the Conqueror, 
and all down the centuries the name 
of Biewett has been closely associated 
with Great Britain's army’ and navy. 
One of tho Blewetts waa an English 
admiral in the Jong ago, and two 
great-grandunclies of Private Mewett, 
the subject of this sketch, were cap- 
tains and two moro Heutenants In the 
royal navy. Col, Blewett was killed 
leading his company In the nxsault at 
Fort Picuvena, the day of Badajoz, In 
1812. Both of Private Dlewett's 
Bieat-grandfathers were officera in 
the British army. The sword of Ad- 
misal Blewett given him by bis sor- 
eretgn, has descended to the young 
Canadian, who has already proved 
himself a worthy descendant of those 
old. world herocs of the Blewett 
family.

Must Compete With U. 8, 


A recent report on the lumber sit- 
uation In British Columbia, after dis- 
cussing the effect of American com- 
petition gn the Canadian lumberman, 
says: 

+ The same necessity for expansion 
of markets czlsts In the North- 
western: Slates i. in British Colum- 
bia, British Columbia, therefore, ia 
striving for sufficient markets to keep 
her wills operating, will bo forced to 
meet the keen competition of the 
American mills. The nature of that 
competition may Le judged from the 
fact that, although the market in the 
Canadian Prairie has never been 
&reat enough to take more than 
three-fifths of our ouput, the Ameri- 
cans have in nearly every year of tho 
past five supplicd at least one-fifth of 
it, Although thore is now {reo luin- 
ber Into the Unt':d States, only 40,- 
090,000 feet were shipped from Brit- 
Ish Columbia to the United States tu 
1914, as compared with the 77,000,- 
000 feet Imported Into the Canadian 
Pralrie from the United States during 
the same period. ‘To find and hold a 
' wider lumber market will tax every 
resource of both’ manufacturers and 
Government through years of effort. 
There can, however, be no argument 
about the necessity of making an at- 
tenipt.”

AN INTERESTING RELIC. 

But the most interesting thing about

On 
the other hand there are captive foxes 
which become quite tame and make 
fairly tractable pets. 

The young ordinatity mature suffi- 
ciently to propagate during their first 
year.

The most elaborate and extraordin- 
ary precautions are taken to prevent 
the loss or theft of the high grade 
blacks. Man traps and uninsulated

‘in Bitter Mood 
Declare Germany Scorns the Unlt- 


ed States and Has Only 
Contempt for Her 








LONDON, Aug. 20.—“Something will 
happen” describes the opinion of 
every American one meets in London 
today. 

This “something.” of course, relates 
to the German-American situation re 
sulting from the sinking of the Arabic 
yesterday, Two views are expressed: 
‘The first {s that Germany, realizing 
|that.in spite of recent military tri- 
;umphs, the allies finally will win wish- 
es to draw America into the war to 
more easily sue for peace and hare 
America exercise on the other belliger- 
ents a moderating Influence. 

Germany Hypnotised itself 

The second view is that Germany Is 
hypnotised by the conviction of its 
power and duty to conquer the world 
and thus replace decadent moral and 
Institutidns of other nations with [ts 
own sound benificent “kultur.” . The 
latter view Js the one more generally 
entertained, especiagy by those with 
personal knowledge of the German 
temper. 

“The condition at present is not in 
agreement with the notion that the 
Germans realize tho magnitude. of the 
resources accumulating against them,” 
said Harry Gorden Selfridge, a former 
Chicago merchant, who recently spent 
some time in Germany. “On the con- 
trary I am convinced they foe! not only 
aboundingly buoyant and Imperialistic, 
but abundantly able to deal with any 
consequences that may arise from 
their doing exactly what they pleaso 
as regards the whole or any part of the 
rest of the world.

Mr. Selfridge's language compared 
with that of most Americans here is 
restrained. Interviows with foremost 
Americans accessible show the deep- 
est anger. One of the ablest’ financiers 
of America, a man enjoying highly con- 
fidential relations with officials deal- 
{ng with international relations, said to 
me:

“Germany regards us as weaklings,

One poutid of cheese is equal in pro 


tel to two pounds of beef. Cheese is 
fndigestible if eaten raw. This may 


be somewhat overcome by cooking it 
and adding a small amount of bicar- 
bonate of sodium. -An admirable way 
of eating cheeso is by combining it 
with macaron!. It is enjoyable served 
in the form of Welsh rabbit. To pre’ 


pare Welsh rabbit use the following In- 
gredients: One tablespeonful of butter, 


one teaspoonful of cornstarch, half.a 
cupfut of thin cream, half a pound of 


sharp or miki cheese (as may be pre- 


ferred) cut in small pleces, one-fourth, 


teaspoonful of salt, one-fourth ten- 


spoonfa) of mustard, a few grains of 
cayenne and toast. Melt the butter, 


add the cornstarch, stir until well mix- 
ed, then add the cream gradually, cook 
slowly for ten minotes, season and 
perve poured over toasted bread.

SUBMARINE CABLES. 


Placed End to End They Would Reach 

3 Halfway ‘to the Moon. 

The” various governments of the 
World own together 880 cables, having 
& total length of 14,490 miles and con- 
talning 21,500 miles of conductors. The 
French government, which takes the 
lead as to length of cables, has 3,400 
tiles In fifty-four cables. As to num 
ber, the Norwegian gorernment comes 
first, with 255 cables, having a total 
Jength of 248 miles. Finally, as to the 
length of conductors, the English gov- 
ernment comes frst, with 6468 miles 
of conductors, divided among 115 
cables, baring a total length of 1,583 
miles, Private companies to tbe num- 
ber of twenty-eight own 288 cables, 
having a length of 120,864 miles and 
containing 127,632 miles of condoctors. 

The French companies, only two in 
number—tbe Compagnie Francaise du 
Telegraphe de Paris et New York and 
the Societe Francaise des Telegrapbes 
Sous-Marins—bare elghtecn cables with 
a total length of 7,249 nautical miles. 
The most important of the prirate com- 
panics ts the Eastern Telegraph com- 
pany, which operates seventy-tire ca- 
les, with # total length of 25,347 miles. 
The total number of cables in’ the 
work! fs 1,168, with a total length of 
140,347 miles and 149,198 miles of con- 
ductors, This fs not sufficient to reach 
to the moon, but would extend more 
than halfway there.—London Tit-Rits.

BALANCE OF TRADE 
: IN CANADA'S FAVOR 


Large Increase in Domestic Exports 
—BStatement by Hon. Dr. Reid. 


The balanco'of trade as shown by 
Jaly returns .-till continues in 
ada’s favor. Our people are’ buying 
less abroad and selling more, bulld- 
ing up a balanc? in our favor that 
must have a beneficial effect on the 
financial and ‘industrial stability ‘of 
our country. 

The total Canadian trade for the 
month of July reached $100,000,000, 
according to the statement issued. by 
the Hon. J. D, Reld, Minister of Cus- 
toms. For the corresponding month 
of 1914 the total trade amounted to 
$93,000,000. 

Increase in Exports. 

_The feature of the statement is the 
large increase in’ the domestic and 
foreiga exports. During’ the month 
of7July domestics exports reached 
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.| $46,600,000 and foreign goods ex- 
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ported from Canada $16,000,000, 
compared with $41,000,000 domestic 
and $8,000,000 foreign for the cor- 
responding month of 1914. Eleven 
million dollars worth of animals and 
their produce was exported during 
July, being a substantial fucrease 
over the corresponding month last 
year. Manufactured goods also show 

a good increase; the exports being 
$12. 500,000 agninst $5,800,000 for 
July, 1914. 


Lmports Fell Off. 

While the exporta are booming 
there is a docrease in the merchan- 
dis entered for consumption. Dur- 
ing July $36,000,000 worth of goods 
were imported, made up of $20,000,- 
000 dutiable ~and~ $15,000,000" free 
goods, This is a falling off for tho 
corresponding month of 1914, when 
the imports amounted to $42,000,- 
000, made up of $26,000,000 dutiable 
and $16,000,000 free goods. 

For, the four montha of the present 
fiscal year, onding: July 31st last, the 
total Canadian trado, was $371,000,- 
000, com with, $306,000,000 for 
the four months of the corresponding 
period last year. ' Last July $13,000,- 
000 worth of coin and ‘bullion was 
exported.

As Dominion 
notes Issued agalnst grain bills would 
bo retired from time to time as tha 
crop was sold there fs no reason to 
apprebend a redundancy of note cir- 
culation should the banks freely avail 
themselves of the Invitation of the 
Minister, -With abundance of funds 
available for the crop movement 
there will be less Hkelibood of ‘its 
being pressed for sale, at least 
against the desire of producers and 
dealors, 


CANADA IS MAKING 
50,000 SHELLS DAILY- 


In the production of munitions of 
sar in Canad 146 factories are now 
engaged on tho $152,000,000 order 
placed hore for the British Govern- 
ment by the Canadian Shell Commis- 
sion. In addition to this huge order 
there are at Icast $10,000,000 worth 
of munitions being produced for the 
Russian Government. Mr. D. A. 
Thomas, representativo of the British 
Government fa Canada, has inspected 
all our munition factorics {mn Ontario 
and the other Eastern provinces, and 
has stated that their capacity and effi- 
clency havo been a revelation to him 
and further great orders aro a cer- 
tainty. Already the Canadian pro- 
duction of shells amounts to 30,000 
per day, and soon will reach 60,000. 
The production of fixed ammunition 
has been greatly increased, and wil) 
soon overtake the output of empty 
shells, t

of Great Britain, France, or Ger- 
many, with a correspondingly bigh. 
rate of Insurance premium; and in 
the past ten yoars the average an- 
nual loss in ten British citics has 
been but 90 cents per head as against 
an average annual loss of $3.55 per 
head in ten Canadian citics from 
Halifax to Vancouver, with an aver- 
age rate of promlum in the British 
cities of but 22 centg per $100 of in- 
sured value as against an average of 
$1.46 In Canndia. citids. 

The fire losses of $14,000,000 pald 
by Canadian companies: in 1913 
would at the British tat> of premlum- 
be reduced to $2,300,000, thus bring- 
ing about an annual saving of nearly 
$12,000,000, which; In every decade, 
would amount, with cofmpound  in- 
terest, to more ‘than the Dominion

Trade Under War Conditions. 


War sticks out prominently in the |- 


array of figures showing the trade of 
Canada for the twelve months ended 
March, 1915, as compared with trade 
for the same months [n former years. 
It Is shown that for 1915 the duty 
collected in Canada amounted to 
$79,183,489. Although this fs a not- 
able decrease from 1914 and 1913, It 
muat be remembered that those years 
were somewhat abnormal. They were, 
to an extent at least, boom years. The 
cles that came Into Canada were 
ade up of juxuries and necessities. 
The luxuries pald a high duty, It 
may be well to compare the '1915 
duties collected with those of the 
year 1912. In. that year duties 
amounted to $87,548,636, so thyt the 
decrease is less than $9,000,000. 
These figures should be considered in 
View of the determination of the Gov- 
ernment to Impose war taxes to bring 
up the faillng revenues. There {s no 
reason why, even without war condi- 
tions, the revenucs of 1915 (for the 
fiscal year ended March) should even 
approximate those for 1913 and 1914. 
In no other department of Canadian 
affairs does business come up to that 
of those years. 

The total of imports into.Canada, 
both free and dutiable, for 1915 was 
$445,371,371, as compared with 
$618,328,874 in 1914, and with 
$521,348,701 in 1912. hero has 
thus been a great decrease from last 
year, and a conn eeretle decrease 
from the year 1912

removed in a solid piece, Ieaving a 
clear quid or jelly. .

Keep the jelly covered and on.ice. . 

Neat. — One™ tablespoonful. Take 
meat, round or sitioin steak, scraped 
with a silver spoon, When you bare 
the destred amount shape into a put 
and broil! on’a hot, dry spider.

A WONDERFUL STORY 

A wonderful story of numerous es- 
capes from death is related by « corp- 
oral of the Ist Battalion Lancashire 
Fusiliers, who is now at home recov- 
ering from a number of wounds re- 
ceived at the Dardanelles. | 

The corporal is a native of Lower 
Broughton, and entered the army as a 
drummer boy. He has been two and 
a half years in India and six snd 8 
half in the army. From India he went 
straight to the Dardanelles, and took 
part'in the famous Lanchashire land- 
ing on April 25. . 


35 soldiers and four sailors, and when 
we got near the short the boat drifted 
about, so 1 decided to make for land. 
I got into the ‘water, and, being {| 
strong swimmer, I was -able to pull 
one of my comrades onto my should- 
er. Thus we struggled ashore. ‘ 
Theh we stumbled across barbed 
wire and went under water. The sand 
and’ the water choked my rifle, and 
T was unable to use it when I landed, 
except the bayonct. We struggled 


While I was advancing a shrapnel 
shell whisticd past my breast, tearing 
my ammunition pouches away and re- 
ducing my clothes to tatters, The 
same shel] killed some of my com- 
trades further in the line. Keeping on, 
we took the {rst Turkish trench. The 
first Turk I encountered was making 
signs with his lrund on his mouth, but 
I jabbed him straight in the face 
with my bayonet. Then we seized 
their rifles and used them against the 
enemy. ;

We captured another by a simple 
trick. We found some jam tins and 
packed them with rags and of]. These 
we set alight and sent them across to 
the Turkish t#enches. 
thought it was an explosive bomb, 
and didn’t they scatter! As they came 
out of the trenches we-potted them 
off. 

I was in another big charge on 4 
later date, when the Turks, caught out 
ot their trenches, screamed like pigs 
and ran away, We accounted for them 
at the rate of five a minute while the 
fighting lasted.
